A FEW months ago we stated 


that the California’s director of 


agriculture should be a farmer. 
We doubt that Governor Edmond 
G. Brown paid much attention 
to our advice, but he did finally 
get around to naming a farmer 
to this post —- Charles Paul, of 
Clovis. Mr. Paul appeared at 
the June meeting of directors 
of the Tulare County Farm Bu- 
reau, where he had been asked 
to speak on marketing agree- 
ments and cooperatives, but in- 
stead, chose to make what 
amounted to a political talk for 
the _ federal administration’s 
abominable farm program that 
is pending in congress .. . Re- 
port is that Mr. Paul’s talk was 
received with something less 
than enthusiasm. And now we 
have to take a backward look at 
our previous statement: Maybe 
a farmer as director of agricul- 
ture isn’t the entire answer, at 
least not Farmer Paul. 


CITRUS PLANTINGS are 
bustin’ out all over, not only in 
Tulare county. Have you noticed 
the new plantings along 99 
highway in the Wheeler Ridge 
area south of Bakersfield — cit- 
rus orchards in the middle of 
oil wells, or vice versa, no less. 

. Wonder if Tulare county 
citrus growers could make room 
here and there for an oil well if 
such was inflicted upon them? 


NATURALLY, WE can’t force 
anyone: to go anyplace, but we'd 
like to point out the finest pro- 
gram of its kind in America — 
the Koshare Indian Dancers — 
will be in Porterville at Jamison 
stadium next Monday night. We 
suggest that you see this one. 
It’s just the greatest. 


SHUFFLING THROUGH the 
papers on our desk brought the 


‘following information which, we 


are afraid, has been kicking 
around for some time: Compar- 
ing the 1911 Porterville high 
school class to the 1961 class, 
we find that in 1911 the class 
had 27 members as freshmen; 
the 1961 class, 601 members. 
Thirteen seniors graduated in 
1911; 376 in 1961. There were 
131 students enrolled in Porter- 
ville high school in 1911; there 
were 2.059 in 1961. The school 
had nine teachers in 1911; a to- 
tal of 132 at all district levels 
in 1961. Back in 1911, 52 per 
cent of the original high school 
class had dropped out of school 
for one reason or another by the 
time the class graduated; in 
1961 only 37 per cent of the 
graduating class had fallen by 
the wayside after enrolling as 
freshmen. Of the 13 graduates 
in 1911, there was only one boy 
— George Weedmark; in the 
1961 graduating class of 376 
there were 204 boys, or 54 per 
cent. ... In the area of specula- 
tion we are of the opinion that 
graduates of 1911 were pretty 
well grounded in advanced meth- 
ods of the Three Rs, and prob- 
ably nearer ready to go out and 
earn a living than the 1961 
graduates. But we also are of 
the opinion that the 1961 gradu- 
ates had a much wider knowl- 
edge of things in general, and, 
maybe are just as ready to meet 
the world as were the 1911 grad- 
uate ... But we put in that 
word, ‘‘maybe.” :

Will Be Offered To Growers By 
Federal Government This Year

The United States department. 


of agriculture will in 1961 of- 
fer insurance against rain dam- 
age to raisins while they are 
The county office 
will be established at 424 N. 
Broadway in Fresno and will be 


} ready about July 5. 


Insurance will be offered to 
growers in San Joaquin, Stan- 
islaus, Merced, Madera, Fresno, 
Kings, Tulare and Kern coun- 
ties.. State office is located at 
Room 2 in the basement of the 
post office building in Porter- 
ville. 

Producers in Kern and Tulare 
counties may come to the Por- 
terville office rather than to 
the Fresno office if they pre- 
fer. Producers from any coun- 
ty may sign applications at 
Porterville or the Fresno office. 

The policy will guarantee a 
producer’ $150 per ton if the 
raisins are damaged by rainfall 
while they are on the trays in 
the field. The cost is $4.25 per 
ton. The grower may pay cash 
or sign a note agreeing to pay 
the government the premium 
by December 1. 

For those growers who make 
raisins in more than one county 
it will be necessary to sign an 
application for each county if 
they desire to insure in all coun- 
ties. The grower may insure 
only those in one county if he 
so desires, but he must insure 
all in that county.

SOME PEOPLE CLAIM that the Tote- 
Gote will go anywhere a horse will go. 
This is not true. 


A horse has more sense than some peo- 
ple riding the new mechanical burro, accord- 
ing to reports just received here from the 
upper Kern River Country. 


Packers in that semi-wilderness area are 
not only unhappy about the rugged little 
motorcycle-like gadget, they are frightened. 
The Tote-Gote and others of its ilk do burn 
gasoline. The trails in the back country of 
the Upper Kern are dry, like everywhere 
else in Southern California this season. Fire 
from a Tote-Gote, maintain the packers, is 
entirely possible. 


Then there is the danger of.the Tote- 
Gote on the narrow mountain trails where 
pack stock is working. Any sensible person 
can see that this is not a happy combina- 
‘tion, Any mule or burro, however placid, 
‘will be skittish if a motorcycle is thunder: 
ing by under its nose or tail. 


* 


THE TRAILS ARE OFTEN just wide 
enough for a single string of animals. There 
have been incidences on record when Tote- 
Goters have refused to move off the trail 
to allow a string of mules to pass. Try turn- 
Ing a tied-together string of loaded mules 
around on a narrow mountain trail with a 
‘thousand foot dropoff on one side if you 
want an experience that will guarantee gray 
hair. All the Tote-Goter would have had to 
do was back up his wheeled contraption a 
few feet and let the mule walk by. Time 
wasted: only a few minutes.

The packers argue that the Goters do 
not practice established common courtesies 
of the trail, are contributing to increased 
erosion in critical National Forest areas, © 
and are a danger to hikers and packers. 


I am surprised that the Sequoia Na- 
tional Forest people allow the motorcycles 
on the back country trails. It sounds reason- 
able that the Tote-Gotes and allied machines 
could be a fire hazard and certainly a hazard 
to others on the trail.

AS A KIND of postscript to the above, 
an announcement came from Toiyabe Na- 
tional Forest this week to the effect that 
“anyone wishing to travel on trail scooters, 
Tote-Gotes, motorcycles or jeeps within the 
roadless areas of the Toiyabe must first 
obtain a permit from the Forest Service and 
must limit their travel to certain designated 
trails.” The use of motor vehicles of any 
kind for off-trail, cross-country travel will 
be prohibited. 


A representative of the Forest said that 
increase of use of trails by the trail vehicles 
has not only damaged trails and caused 
erosion, but also has conflicted with horse 
and foot travel and in some instances along 
narrow trails caused a serious safety pro- 
gram. 


This representative also stated that the 
back country is extensively used by foot and 
horseback travelers and that the Forest 
Service intends to maintain this country for 
such travelers who enjoy recreation in an 
atmosphere free from the noise of motors.

In tneory the home gardener 
can relax and enjoy what he 
has already planted during the 
next two months. In actual fact 
he probably enjoys the shade 
trees but cusses the lawn, the 
bugs, and the neighbors dog. 

If you are in this category 
we suggest you give special 
attention to your shade trees. 
Let the water run slowly out 
by. the edge of the branches 
or ‘'drip’’ of the tree. Let it 
soak in deeply about every two 
weeks and at least once a year 
soak in a little fertilizer too. 
These two things will cure 
more diseases than all the 
spraying you can do. 

Lawn diseases can also be 
cured with proper care. Fertili- 
ize lightly two or three times 
during the year with a com- 
plete lawn food. Do not water 
daily but water according to 
need. Water to a depth of ten 
or twelve inches each time. If 
you're having fungus troubles 
water first thing in the moming. 
Set the mower as high as pos- 
sible. Two inches is a good 
height for most grasses includ- 
ing dichondra. 

If too many grass clippings 
build up in your turf rake them 
off and if the soil packs too 
much punch holes in the hard 
spots with a pick orother sharp 
object. When you have taken 
care of these things relax in 
the shade again and only stir 
around to send us a check or 
throw rocks at the neighbors

Twenty-five years ago the Los 
Angeles Times had a story about 
Panamint George, then the 100- 
year-old patriarch of the Death 
Valley area Indians, who, the 
Times said, was named after Dr. 
George. 

As a small boy Panamint 
George watched the Jayhawker 
party struggle through Death 
Valley, and eighty years after, 
when the Jayhawker route had 
been traced out by some histori- 
cal organization and _ properly 
marked, said they didn’t go that 
way at all. He took the incred- 
ulous surveyors over the real 
route, showing them skeltons of 
men, women, children and ani- 
mals that.he, hidden in the rocks, 
had watched as they died, and 
remains of wagons and harness. 

In the whole eighty years he 
hadn’t mentioned a word of this 
to a single soul, even his own 
people. I talked to him once, 
but he was so deaf then that I 
couldn’t get through very well, 
though two of his grandsons or 
great-grandsons tried to help. 
He seemed to think that the 
people who were trying to climb 
those canyon walls were dement- 
ed anyway and never had any 
idea of helping them — they 
were under a spell. 

Dr. George helped organize 
Inyo county and is among the 
pioneers of that district men- 
tioned in Chalfant’s ‘Story of 
Inyo’. I think he held some of- 
ficial Tulare county position, 
but am not sure; he was county 
surveyor in Inyo for a term or 
two. He once owned the Hyde 
block in Visalia which the coun- 


ty is now acquiring for a new : 


building.

able of breeding on true. to their 
mutant change. 

So it seems in all likelihood 
that the “old girl” was having 
her sport with man once again 
that night about six years ago 
at the Herman Vossler and Sons 
ranch in Woodville when out 
of a mating of two perfectly 
marked red-and-white Herefords, 
a bull calf, as white as driven 
snow, was born. 

And, more so now.: Because, 
like all true mutants, this white 
Hereford is breeding on. In 
fact, without exception, all of 
the 15 calves that he has sired 
are, like himself, completely 
white. 

For man to have created the 
same product genetically, he 
would have had to reverse the 
procedures and breeding tech- 
niques of one Benjamin Tom- 
kins, of Hefordshire county in 
England, from whence, some 240 
years ago, came the beginning 
of the Hereford breed of cattle 
out of a three-way cross between 
a red bull with a white face, a 
red-and-white flecked cow, and 
an all grey cow. 

Even then, the chances that 
man could produce a white Here- 
ford would run into astronom- 
ical odds, for he would be work- 
ing counter to the ‘‘Mendalian 
Law’’, in that he would be ac- 
centuating the negatives and 
eliminating the positives. A 
neat trick — if you could do it. 

But, if you would like to try 
we would suggest that you begin 
with some other bloodlines than 
those that produced the original 
white Hereford six years back. 
For, you couldn’t possibly find 
any stronger in the breed, par- 
ticularly on the sire’s side, whose 
blood is that of Prince Domino’s, 
the most famous of all in the 
Hereford line. 

In fact, the Prince is Mr. Here- 
ford himself. His blood is in 
every prominent herd in the 
world, and next to impossible to 
beat in the showring. For ex- 
ample, out of a possible 380 
championships at the Register 
of Merit shows of one season, 
animals of Domino breeding cap- 
tured 344 of them. 

On the dam’s side there ap- 
pears to be a goodly amount of 
Hazlett blood but, we can’t be 
altogether certain of this be-

The legend was taught to the 
Koshares by Woody Crumbo, fa- 
mous Pottawatomie Indian ar- 
tist, and curator of the Art Mu- 
seum at El Paso, Texas; sym- 
phony orchestra music used in 
the background was written for 
the Koshares by Dr. Malloy Mil- 
ler of Boston University. 

Opening the Monday night 
program will be a prelude of 
Indian music, a prologue, a fire 
lighting ceremony, and the grand 
entry of the Koshare Indians. 

Dances will include the Ko- 
share War dance, Humming Bird 
dance, Belt dance, Crown or 
Mountain Spirit dance, Coman- 
che dance, Shield dance of the 
Kiowas, Ghost dance, Hoop 
dance, Chief's dance of the Oji- 
bwa, Horse Tail dance, and the 
Eagle dance of the ancient Sioux.
